Wuli cxcry winter when men arc out of work one heai\> the explana­ 
tion that most of th*’ crimes of iioldups and burglaries are done by the "un- 
tuiployrd." men who m de.*-pcration turn to that extreme method of gaining 
support for themselves or families. 
It IS tune to refute this libel that hundred.s of industrious citizens are 
living so near the border line that the least hardship in their lives is suffic­ 
ient to cotivcri them into criminals. TIic truth is quite the reverse of tliis. 
Millions of good cUi7.ens will endure the pinch of adversity in patience and 
fortitude rather than resort lo law breaking to improve their fortune. 
An cxamniHlion of the police records of our own city proves the truth 
of this conclusion. Of twenty-five young men arrested within the month 
uix>n charge.s of burglary or banditry only one pleaded the excuse that he 
was out of work and dei>tituie. Even in this e.xceptional case the storj’ was 
suspected of being an invention to gam the sympathy of the police and 
courts. The others were of the class wlio professed to despise honest work. 
I'hcy had made no effort to fmd employment. 
Some of tjiem came here 
recently from otlicr places, attracted not by the hope of getting a job but 
because they thought this would be a good field m w’hich to help them­ 
selves to the property of others.—TJie Akron Beacon Journal.

Dr. 'William L. Steen, cilv licalth 
officer today issued rules and regu­ 
lations covering the sale of milk m 
New Castle which is m contormity 
to the state act of assembly pa.s.sed 
May 2, 1929 


License permits will l>e issued com ­ 
plying with requirements cf the pres­ 
ent milk ordinance for the year 193U 
and will be valid until September I. 
tills year, to allow lime to in,stall new 
equipment a.s required by the stale 
act. 
Any 
ixwson, 
Steen declares, 
who 
, has not met with requirements of the 
'state act bclore September 
1, 1930. 
will have his permit to sell milk can- 
* celled. 
The ordinance provides: 
Any penson who .sells milk, butter­ 
milk, cream or any liquid product of 
milk at retail must secure a liceiLse 
from the city and place license plate.» 
on his car after January Î. this vear. 
If he .sells bottled milk, the cap« 
on the 
bottlc.s must 
state whether 
the milk is grade A raw. pasteurized 
or certified. 
It is not lawtul to have 
any other description on the caps. 
Any person selling bottled raw milk 
must have a .separate milk hou.se to 
bottle the milk and to wash and ster­ 
ilize bottle.s and equipment. 
It must 
not be used for any other purpose. 
He must liave in this milk house: 
An adequate supply of hot water 
or steam for wa.shing and cleaning 
bottles. 
I n e milk bottlc.s and cans must 
be sterilized wirii steam 
or 
water 
which Ls heated to not le.ss than 180 
degrees fahrenhcit. 
The bottles mu.st be filled and cap­ 
ped by ma chine, the oi>erators hand« 
miLst not come in contact With the 
milk while filling and capping. 
The water supply must be abundant 
and free from dangerous contam in­ 
ation. 
The cows must have bt’cn tested 
and found free from tuberculosis. 
The milk must be from cow’s which 
are kept clean and free from disease 
producing organism and thev must 
be cared for so that the m ilk'v ill bf> 
clean. 
If milk is received from other dairv 
farms for bcttling tlie cans must he 
washed 
and sterilized 
before 
being 
returned.

Any person selling raw milk in bulk 
to retail store.« or to the public is re­ 
quired to have a licen.se. 
His farm 
will be inspected twice annualy by 
an inspector approved by the state 
health department; if found ircsan- 
^ itary his liceiLse w ill be cancelled. 
Any person selJiiig raw milk m bulk 
to bcttling or pasteurizing plants is 
not required to have a license.

farm will be inspected twice yearly 
by a -state health department approv­ 
ed inspector and it found iiLsanitary.
